Members of two fire brigades 
were routed out of bed in Mon- 
day's cold dawn by a call to the 
home of Col. F. II.

The report also records an en- 
thusiastic reception of the unit 
from community leaders, officials 
and representatives of the mem- 
ber units. "The people at large 
appear genuinely interested in 
the health unit," the report 

states. 

So Outbreaks 

No serious outbreaks of any 
diseases occurred within the unit 
during September although there 
were some outbreaks of mumps 
and widespread influenza - like 
illness of short duration. Most 
of the activities of the nurses 
during September were concerned 
with school health services. A 
start was made on an annual san- 
itary inspection of school premi- 
ses. Fifty-one pupils were ex- 
cluded from school: because of 
pediculosis, 30; acute communi- 
cable disease, one; and skin in- 
fections, 20. 

A total of 269 visits was made 
to homes by xhe nurses. 

A department of health sani- 
tary engineer made several in- 
spections of municipal water 
plants, sewage disposal plants, 
locker plants and dairies during 
the month. Much time was devot- 
ed to answering complaints about 
nuisances, usually in regard to 
defective septic tanks and tile 
beds. Tests of samples of milk 
taken from dairies within the 
health unit show the general 
need for improvement in the san- 
itary quality of the milk being 
sold to the public, the report 



all eating establishments is being 
compiled. Insofar as eating es- 
tablishments constitute a type of 
public utility, the report says, 
used not only by the citizens of 
the town or village where a rest- 
aurant is located, but also by 
the people from the surrounding 
rural areas as well as transients 

and tourists who contribute in 
some cases to a large extent to 
local prosperity, it is essential 
that eating establishments main- 
tain a high standard for the gen- 
eral health and economy of the 
community. 

The report notes that staff 
members made eight addresses to 
various groups within the unit 
during the month, and that much 
of the time of the staff is taken 
up with interpreting the services 
of the unit to the public. Mem- 
bers of the staff are willing to 
speak at gatherings, where con- 
venient, to explain the work of 
the unit. 

Plans are being made for the 
immunization of pre-school and 
school children, and for the edu- 
cation of food handlers as well 
as other specific phases of the 
health unit program during the 
winter. 

During September, a total of 
106 general sanitation field visits 
were made, for a total of 292 
during the first two months of 
the unit's operation; 37 food con- 
trol field visits were made for a 
two-month total of 76; 43 sam- 
ples and tests made on milk for 
a two-month total of 80; 26 water 
tests for a two month total of 
96.

Editor's Notebook 



Last Wednesday , on the first 
&*y of November, we piled the 
kids into the car and with two 
other couples and their children, 
had a picnic on the hills over- 
looking Holland Landing.

We are registering here a 
change of heart We had been 
in favor of mass entertainments 
for children on such occasions 
u Hallowe'en. But after last 
week, no longer. l*e delays of 
last Tuesday's program are not 
alone responsible for the con- 
version, but they did emphasize 
the flaws in what is, to our way 
of t hi^'n gi now an undesirable 
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the first Hallowe'en program 
was arranged by a committee 
of the then newly-formed rec- 
reation commission following a 
Hallowe'en in which property 
damage was counted in the 
thousands of dollars. We were 
a member of the committee. 
The theory was that by provid- 
ing entertainment and a control- 
led outlet for Hallowe'en spir- 
its, property damage could be 
reduced and children kept off 
the streets. 

The committee arranged a 
program for the public school 
children and a dance for the 
teen-agers and when Hallowe'en 
damage was counted on the 
morning after, it was gratify- 
ingly low. Newmarket, inciden- 
tally, was one of the first mun- 
icipalities to provide such a 
program. The practice is now 



We wonder now, however, if 
it was a good thing. Certainly,

the program achieved its im- 
mediate purpose, to keep the 
children off the streets and re- 
duce Hallowe'en damage. And 
there have been some excellent 
programs, like the one a couple 
of years ago when clowns and 
other entertainers kept an arena 
full of children in laughter. 

But is the practice of mass en- 
tertainment, provided by the 
town or other groups at no cost 
to children, the wisest course? 
Would it not be more profit- 
able for the children if such en- 
tertainments were limited to 
smaller numbers where there 
was larger participation a m o n g 
those attending? 

We do not suggest that the 
entertainments be abandoned 
but we would like to see a re- 
turn to an older fashion of 
smaller parties and a larger par- 
ticipation in the responsibility 
for arranging them. In some 
respects, it would mean more ef- 
fort for parents, but after all, 

why not? One of the dismay- 
ing tendencies of this age is the 

manner in which school, church 
and government have been ob- 
liged to assume responsibilities 
which are rightly those of the 

parents. 

Granted that it was the man- 
ner in which the family unit has 
broken down that required these 
agencies to assume these res- 
ponsibilities but we cannot see 
that a revival of the family as 
a unit is being encouraged by 
the assumption of family duties 
by church, school and govern- 
ment 

When there are such whole- 
sale entertainments as that pro- 
vided on Hallowe'en parents are 
encouraged to send their chil- 
dren off and be done with them. 
We would suggest instead the 
smaller gathering, say, a class- 
room party with the parents 
sharing in the arrangements 
and a program in which each 
child could participate. Let's 
get away from this practice of 
handing our children over to 
someone else to entertain and 
direct our efforts towards re- 
building a closer intimacy with 
our families.

AND THEN FREE TO PREY AGAIN 

The laws under which sexual perverts are tried 

admittedly antiquated yet they remain on the 
books. Society is .given, at the best, only a temporary 
protection from these offenders. They are sent to 
jafl for a limited time, and then released to prey again 
upon women and children in the darkness of city streets. 

A Toronto man was sentenced to six years for 
attacking three little girls in a public park. It was 
his 11th conviction for such an offence. His record 
began in 1915. He had been convicted in six Canadian 
provinces. It was his fourth conviction in Ontario. 

"This is the worse case it has ever been my duty 
to preside over," said County Judge Shea in sentencing 
the man. He was given six years, the maximum under 
the Criminal Code. "I wish it could have been life," 

he said. 

Judge Shea was echoing the sentiment of other 
judges before him. How useless it is to sentence 
sexual perverts to limited terms. Society is given only 
a temporary respite from their attention. Some of 
these offenders can be cured, but the law makes no 
provision for curing. Society should be protected from 
the others, but the law lets them go free when their 
sentence is served, and they strike again before the law 
can restrain them once more. What a foolish, vicious 
situation this is. How much longer will it continue?

By way of postscript to the above, Toronto papers 
on the weekend were headlining the search for a man 
who had attacked a seven-year-old girl in Toronto 
township. The case was described as the most brutal 
in the township's history. Police believe that the 
attacker is the same man who has been terrorizing other 
children recently. 



YES, BUT IS HE A GOOD ASSESSOR? 

The Brampton-Peel Gazette carried a front page 
editorial last week in which the county assessor was 
criticized. The editorial said the assessor was a farm- 
er by profession and perhaps knows farm values very 
well, but is at loss when it comes to the valuation of 
urban and business properties. 

The editorial, as might be expected, aroused a 
strong feeling of indignation and protest among 
county councillors who rushed to the defense of the 
assessor. None was more emphatic in his reply than 
the reeve of Streetsville, Dr. G. A. Montemurro. Said 
he: "Practically every great man in our country came 
from the farm. I personally move a vote of confidence 



in our assessor. 
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HEALTH UNIT WELL UNDERWAY 

The staff of the York County Health Unit has 
led a busy life since the unit was duly authorized by 
order-in-council on July 13. Elsewhere is a condensa- 
tion of the report of the unit for September and the 
volume and variety of calls speaks for itself. 

Newmarket has in the last five years had the 
services of a public health nurse, Aurora for a shorter 
period. Both municipalities have had active boards 
of health and medical officers. Most of the services 
the health unit provides in these two municipalities 
are not new to the citizens there, but in one or two 
phases, there has been an increase in the scope of 
health protection. To some of the rural areas, all of 
the health unit's services are a new experience. As 
the report mentions, reception to these services has 
been most encouraging. 

The willingness of Dr. Robert M. King, director, 
and members of the unit to explain and interpret the 
purpose of the unit's service has been a large factor 
in this. Of first importance, however, has been the 
general recognition of need for public health super- 
vision, and a willingness on the part of member mun- 
icipalities to provide it for their citizens. 



THEIR BATTLE NOT YET WON 

On November 11, the people of North York will 
again pay the tribute of two minutes of silent re- 
membrance to the fallen of two wars. There will be 
ceremonies at memorials. Wreaths will be laid. The 
wistful notes of the bugle will echo across the silence. 
It is good, this remembering. It sanctifies again the 
fallen in the hearts of those who live. In the silence, 
we are called to examine the propositions for which they 
died. 

There is a suggestion, frequently enough to be 
common to all services, that the dead have won their 
fight, that the torch has been carried to victory. In 
our prayers, we speak of past battles won, of causes 
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brought to successful conclusion. We are thus en- 
couraged to false hope. For the battles in which they 
died have not been won; the final victory still eludes 
us. Those who fell in two ware do not lie alone. 
Wars have not the finality of death. From one 
comes the next. In the first, the seeds are sown for 
the second. The opponents may change; the excuses 
differ. Only the fundamental issue remains, the issue 
of freedom, the issue of humanity, the issue of life 
for the living, rest for the dead. 

While we honor those who fell in two World wars, 

their sons are dying in what yet may become a third 
world war. We have not asked that this be. We have 
not sought the challenge. We fight now, as we 
fought in the second decade of our century, and in the 
fourth, to preserve those institutions dearer to Us than 
life itself. 

Let us, this November 11, accept the logic that 
the battle is not yet won, and wjll never be won until 
all men walk in the same dignity. Let us, in our tribute 
to the dead, be sure that the torch they handed us will 
remain held high until at last, their cause is finally 
worn 



YEARS OF GROWTH AHEAD 

Two items on the front page of last week's issue of 
The Era and Express are significant indications of 
what the future holds for Newmarket and Aurora, 
in fact the whole district. The first was a report 
of Newmarket's increase in population to a total of 
5,036. This is an increase of a 1,000 in something 

like five years. 

The other item was a report on building in Aurora 
where permits have been issued for the reconstruction 
of 34 new homes, four stores, a factory building, and 
17 garages and sheds. The total value of this new 
construction, material evidence of population growth, 
exceeds $300,000. 

The increased pojfulation of Newmarket, the ex- 
tensive construction of Aurora, are broad signposts 
of the growth both municipalities may expect in the 
future. Newmarket and Aurora are ideally located 
in relation to the Toronto area: they are far enough 
away to avoid city taxation yet close enough to 
permit ready access to Toronto markets. They are far 
enough away to provide home-makers with the amen- 
ities of small-town life; close enough to permit city 

employment. • 

The present trend towards decentralization of in- 
dustry and population is strengthening. The amal- 
gamation threat is hastening the exodus of city dwell- 
ers. Both centres can anticipate an accelerated growth 
for years to come. 

Yet is to be questioned whether this growth 
should be too enthusiastically encouraged. Both cen- 
tres face heavy expenditures in the maintenance and 
improvement of existing civic services ; too rapid 
growth will aggravate the cost of meeting these obli- 
gations. In the same light, the fortunate position 
of Newmarket and Aurora permits them a certain 
amount of choice in the manner in which they expand. 
They need not encourage an industrial location simply 
for the sake of enlarging the advantages of employ- 
ment and tax revenue. Both centres can choose those 
industries which will give the towns the greatest ad- 
vantage in diversity and employment conditions.

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Officials of the Cuttin Cor- 
ners Sasparella Co. and the 
East Thimbeberry Bottling 
Works met with Mayor McTel- 
lum and a retired milk price 
arbitrator yesterday in an ef- 
fort to settle what may develop 
into a price war between the 
community's two biggest car- 
bonated beverage concents. 

The mayor made no comment 
to your favorite cat correspon- 
dent following the meeting but 
it is expected that he will state 
his views on the question alter 
he is re-elected next month. 

On Saturday, John Lapupp of 
the Cuttin Corners Sasparella 
Co. notified Cuttin Corners and 
district store keepers that he is 
reducing his price $1 on half 
barrels of Sasparella bringing 
the cost to the keepers to $20.20. 
At the same time he declared a 
reduction of 15 cents on a case 
of 24 Junior Jumbo sire bot- 
tles. 

Sasparella is one of the two 
most popular beverages in the 

community. In the days before 

the rebellion it was banned by 
the social workers and there 
was illicit brewing and selling 
in the Green Swamps outside 
of town. 

Now it is bought and sold 
along with the East Thimble- 
berry Bottling Company's trade 
brand, Red Coon Cap, on a free 
market and the beverages en- 
joy a volume of sales second 
only to potatoes. In fact many 
of the more destitute families 
go without potatoes so they can 
buy Sasparella or Red Coon 
Cap, depending on their tastes. 

Yesterday the East Thimble- 
berry Bottling Co. said it was 
reducing the half barrel price 
to retailers by SI and bringing 
the case price down 25 cents. 

The Cuttin Corners Sasparel- 
la Co. countered with the an- 
nouncement that they would 
meet all price cuts offered by 



the other bottlers and promptly 
lopped off the price of a case 
of 24 Junior Jumbo size bottles 
by another 25 cents. Where 
this beverage price war will 
end, nobody knows. 

Alderman Connie Sumption 
said in a report to council the 
other night that these price cuts 
have brought Sasparella and 
Red Coon Cap Into the homes 
of consumers who Would other* 
wise be without the commodity 
In their households. Con Sum- 
ption said, 'This is the best 
thing which ever hit Cuttin 
Corners," and invited the mem- 
bers as a whole to Join him in 
a Sasparella party at his home. 
Meanwhile Miss Purina 
Pinch, guiding light and con- 
science of the community 
at a meeting of the Mothers* 
Protection and Guide the Home 
and Children club, told the 

members that this was no more 
than a monstrous plot to in- 
crease' the sales of the bottling 
companies, which would even- 
tually undermine the moral sta- 
bility of the community. 

"It is nothing but a horrible 
combine cunningly devised to 
popularize their commodities/* 
she said. "I have read about 
those terrible combines in the 
papers but I never thought that 
our own lovely community 
would be degraded by one" 
said Purina Pinch. 

Cyril Izzem has opened a 
new stand on the former Main 
St wagon axle shop as a Sas- 
parella centre which he calls 
the "Oasis."

The Top Six Inches 
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A survey of 20 farmers found 
that 19 out of 20 had a beef or 
complaint. Some of these com- 
plaints were that the labor un- 
ions should be outlawed; the 
school teachers' federation was 
too strong and their demands 
for higher wages were too sev- 
ere; that the new school curric- 
ulum or system of teaching now 
being introduced by the depart- 
ment of education is running the 
school costs up; that school bus- 
es should take the nearest route 
and school children walk to the 
main road; that the public 
school children riding on the 
high school bus and being paid 
for from benevolent society 
should be stopped; that the sub- 
urban expansion into township 
was causing a serious tax prob- 
lem. 

The 20th farmer was so busy 
that he had not had time to 
think up any complaints. 

Most of the 19 were against 
the school area. The report had 
come that school area would 
raise taxes and therefore, the 
farmers were against school 
area. All these complaints dealt 
with taxes and schools. For dis- 
cussion, we could class the farm 
thinking into three classes or 
grades: kindergarten, public and 
high school. 

The kindergarten farm think- 
ing would do away with all 
kinds of collective bargaining, 
reduce taxation. The public 
school farm thinking takes in 
study and research by Ontario, 
county and township federations 
of agriculture, farm forums and 
co-operatives. The high school 
farm thinking is on national and 
international level. The public 
school farm thinking does not 
condemn labor unions and tea- 
chers' federations but rather it 
looks on these two groups as 
allies to the farm movement. 
By following their example, we 
hope to be able to have an or- 
ganization as beneficial to the 
farmer as unions and federations 
are to labor and the teachers. 

The problem of the public 
school farm thinking or federa- 
tion of agriculture is to get the 
kindergarten group to think in 



larger terms. All of the 20 
farmers agreed that the federa- 
tion of agriculture was a good 
thing. When the question was 
asked if they would support the 
federation by attending farm * 
meeting and pay a membership 
fee or a tax on the assessment 
the answers are not fit to print! 
It has been said the only way - 
to hurt some people is to take 
their money. Would it be bet- 
ter to leave these farmers 
thinking in terms of small 
amounts or step them up and 
let them see where they lose 
real money? 

The lessons we have to learn 
in the federation are not easy! 
Why should the subsidy on grain 
freight rates be taken off and 
the subsidy on gold mining be 
left on? Is the mining of low 
grade ore more important than 
producing food? Or is it a case 
of the gold mining interests hav- 
ing more influence with our. 
government than the federation 
of agriculture? 

It is high time this kindergar- 
ten class of farmers put away 
their childish ways of thinking. 
When we study the reports of 
the combines commissions on 
price fixing and listen to our 
farm researchers and econo- 
mists tell us of their own find- 
ing, these facts, that from time 
to time come to light should be 
enough to cause every farmer to 
join the federation. 

One farmer said that federa- 
tion members should come 
around and tell the individual 
farmer about the federation. 
This farmer wished to know, 
wanted someone to come to his 
home. But he did not consider 
he was under any obligation to 
pay. 

Tho question was asked one 
farmer of what he thought of 
Back Concession writing. The 
answer from this fanner was 
that it was trash. This farmer 
must of at least read some of 
Back Concession's writings or ha 
could not have made this an- 
swer and we are grateful to this, 
man for his time in reading. 
Cheerio. 
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It just doesn't add up! Thirty-four new homes in 
Aurora this year yet the population has only been in- 
creased by 17. Newmarket and Richmond Hill ran 
neck and neck with an increase of 156 and 1^4. Is 
Aurora such a dot on the highway map that the flocks 
of people reported to be seeking residence in the 
suburbs aren't conscious of our splendid location? 

Town clerk Harold Clarke ex- 
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plained that all birtrs are regis- 
tered in the municipality where 
they occur. Most Aurora babies 
are born in York County hos- 
pital, Newmarket, which gels the 
credit for some of our popula- 
tion. Even if we could claim 
these babies this year (they even- 
tually appear on the assessment 
roll, of course), we would still 
be left in a strictly minor in- 
crease bracket. Aurora is very 
obviously missing the boat for 
some reason. We must have more 
ratepayers if we are going to 
carry the debenture load assum- 
ed by the town for the next 20 
years and we must have new in- 
dustries to attract workers to this 
locality. 

Early in tne spring, Deputy- 
Reeve Harry Corner* brought a 
suggestion to council that a broch- 
ure be published, well illustrated, 
outlining the advantages Aurora 
had to offer prospective residents. 
The matter was turned over to 
the sports and publicity commit- 
tee to investigate and bring back 
a report to council. It was evi- 
dently lost in the shuffle- 
Now the board of trade, reviv- 
ed by a recent transfusion of en- 
thusiasm and initiative, has an- 
nounced that it will print a 
pamphlet of this nature. We are 
more concerned with the supply 
than the source, though W3 think 
Mr, Corner and Councillor Cliff 
Corbett, who tried to arouse en- 
thusiasm by showing samples of 
other pamphlets, should have 
some credit for their progressive 
idea. 

Publicity is the life blood of 
any town. There should be a 
definite amount in the annual 
town budget for this purpose. 
There are many old timers who 
grow its present small town at- 
grow its presen t small town at- 
mosphere, but the population 
band wagon is rolling up No. 11 
highway. The sooner we realize 
we must toot our own horn if 
we want to get aboard, the quick- 
er we can reduce a mill rate that 
will scare away any prospective 
newcomers if H continues to 
climb.

to make good pastry holds the 
key to popularity in her home and 
community. The home econom- 
ists of the consumer section, de- 
partment of agriculture, say that 
there is no good or bad luck in 
pastry making. It is accuracy in 
measuring and care in handling 
that counts. There are many ex- 
cellent methods and recipes for 
pastry. The following modern 
method of mixing pastry makes 
it almost failure-proof. 

PLAIN PASTRY 
3 caps sifted all-purpose floor 
Or 3 1-3 caps pastry flour 
1 Vi tsp. salt 
C tbsp. cold water 
Yt cap lard or mild-flavored fat 
Mix flour and salt. Remove r h 
cup of the flour and blend the 
water into it, making a smooth 
paste. Cut the fat into the re* 
maining flour until the pieces are 
the size of small peas. Mix in 
the flour paste, combine until 
the dough clings together. Chill 
before rolling. Makes enough 
pastry for 3 9*' pie shells; or 1 
double crust and 1 9 ? ' shell; or 

3 dozen 2" tart shells. 

There are, however, several 
points which are worth keeping 
in mind. Too much flour makes 
tough pastry. Too much shorten- 
ing makes the pastry dry and 
crumbly. Too much liquid makes 
heavy pastry. Too much hand- 
ling spoils the tender texture- 
It is this last point on which the 
novice often stumbles. In her 
efforts to make the perfect pie, 
she works with the pastry too 
long. The pastry is most im- 
portant in pie-making but it is 
the filling that gives the pie its 
character. 

These tested recipes should be 
added to the list of favorites. 
PUMPKIN CHIFFON PIE 
V,5 cups cooked pumpkin 

1 cup brown sugar 
3 egg yolks 

\V* tsp. ginger 
H tsp. cloves 
'/• tsp. mace 

Vs tsp. allspice 

2 tsp. cinnamon 

1 tsp. salt 

2 caps milk 

3 egg whites 

2 baked 9" pic shells 

Mix pumpkin with % cup 
brown sugar, beaten egg yolks, 
spices, salt and milk. Cook in 
the top of a double boiler until 
thickened, about 20 minutes. 
Beat egg whites until stiff, beat- 
ing in remaining V\ cup sugar
